2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art record 
fails to teach or suggest the combination of steps in a method of making a metal casting, 
comprising: lowering a mold containing molten alloys into a cooling zone comprising a tank 
having an open upper portion and a closed bottom portion with water-cooled walls extending 
therebetween, the open upper portion being immediately adjacent to the heating zone; and 
solidifying the molten alloy by radiation cooling on the water-cooled wall of the tank to form 
the metal casting.
